On 5 September 1950, 200 trucks loaded with military personnel were seen 
moving from Zacharlu (39-23N, 45-O1E) west toward Sarachli (39-36N, 44--52E). 


On Monday, 11 September, at the same spot 500 trucks loaded with military 
personnel were seen moving in the same direction. 


Barbed wire fences at Sarachli opposite the mouth of the Yara Su River 
were extended, 


Namin (32-26N., 48-308) 


At Kalvaz, oprosite Iranian Namin, anti-aircraft machine guns have beer 
installed at post buildings. 


Asvara (38-28N, 48-52E) 


Two aircraft bearing the numbers 2 and 4 flew back and forth several times 
betveen Astara and Lenkoran. 


Soviet searchliahts were active at night in the vicinity of Kashvi (probably 


‘Kashbi, 3825, “Ake 4%) im the Astara Valley. 
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At night off Astara several steamers were sighted when the searchlights 
at Iranian Astara were turned on. Direction in which the steamers were

(37-55N, 5S'7~h3E) observed an object resembling a comet passing through 
the sky over Soviet territory. The object apparently fell north of the 
msntains northwest of Ribat. A few seconds later an explosion was heard 
end simultaneously Violent earthquake tremors were felt in Ribat. 
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
